
Windermere. 

Windermere, or 
Winandermere, is the 
largest of the English 
lakes, being ten and a 
half miles long and in 
width varying from a 
few hundred yards to 
nearly a mile at its 
widest point. The total 
area is nearly six square 
miles ; it is situated 128 
feet above sea level, 
and the greatest depth 
of water is 219 feet. 
The chief town on its 
banks is Bowness, situ¬ 
ated about the middle 
of the lake on the 
eastern bank, from 
which, as a centre, runs 
a steamboat service to 
I .akeside at the south¬ 
ern end and Waterhead 
Hotel on <he north. 
The waters of the lake 
are noted for their fish¬ 
ing qualities, perch, 
pike, trout and char 
being the chief catch ; 
char, the principal 
piscine delicacy, are 
supposed to have been 
introduced into the 
English Lake district 
by the Romans, who 
greatly esteemed their 
flesh for table purposes. 
Newby Bridge is at the 
southern extremity of 
the lake, and forms a 
popular landing-place 
for many delightful ex¬ 
cursions. The River 
Leven joins Winder- 
mere at this point. 
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
